estern Floriculture. 


DISTANCE of twelve hundred miles on all sides, from the sea shores, away from the 
genial influences of the “Great Waters,” and a climate of extremes in dryness, heat, 
and cold, subject to the most sudden changes: must naturally exercise a ruling influ- 

ence on horticultural matters of our region. Floriculture in St. Louis, in the midst of the 
great Mississippi Valley, and on the endless prairies of the West, is therefore governed by 
climatical considerations, unknown in more favored locations. 

Ts it not a certain heartache that befalls the Western florist and amateur, when in mid- 
summer he visits the gardens of New York or Boston, of Philadelphia and Baltimore? How 
many floricultural treasures has nature denied to us, on the banks of the great river ? 

A certain Eastern agent, with big mustache, gold chain, and fine address, must have 
thought so too, when he sold a lot of Rhododendrons, (by the help of fine colored plates,) to a 
wealthy lady of St. Louis, pretending that St. Louis gardeners were far too ignorant to know 
this splendid flower! Western amateurs have often paid their dollars, for many a doubtful 
nutmeg or bass-wood ham! 

Aside from their advantage in climate, the Eastern States have the convenience of old 
accumulated wealth. This rare commodity is quite a serious consideration to the advance 
of Floriculture and Landscape Gardening. Fortunes made in the West, go often Eastward, 
to be spent in the Atlantic cities. Will any one deny that Western floriculture is not greatly 
influenced by considerations relating to almighty dollar? 

Thus far, the goddess Pomona has ruled the day in Western’ floriculture. Fruit grow- 
ing has become a mania, and pomological knowledge is in its zenith. The best paying fruits 
have been heralded so loud and long, till every grower can make his little speech on their 
respective merits. Not so with graceful Ftora. Her pathway, strewn with Roses, has 
often proved a thorny one; yet hopefully she pursues her course, trusting that many a wilder- 
ness, surrounding Western homes, will some future day be made to bloom like Eden. 

The following pages contain lists of Plants and Flowers, well suited for the climate of 
our Western States. We cannot boast of zeal and indorsement of the State Horticultural 
Societies of Missouri or Illinois, as these venerable bodies do not deal in flowers, and other 
trifles ; the reader can however rest assured, that trade derived from them is not their only 
object, but a desire also to add our mite to the advancement of Western floriculture. 


SOWING OF FLOWER, SEEDS. 


EEDSMEN are generally held responsible for the success of articles sent out by them. 
Tn one respect this is but’ just, as no responsible firm will send out seeds, whose germ- 
inating power has not been proved by previous test. Nor will it purchase or grow 
seeds of inferior doubtful quality. Much of the disappointment experienced by many who 
buy their seeds in the nearest family grocery, arises from the natures of the seeds. For such 
deceptions, practiced most freely in the West, there is no excuse. People will gradually 
learn the difference between good and bad, and have to blame themselves when disappointed. 
Reliable seedsmen are making costly efforts to spread their catalogues broad-cast throughout 
the land, and offer the most liberal inducements to the public. Let people deal with them, 
and not with Quacks or Shakers’; and nine-tenths of the present complaints will be heard 
no more. 
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The next consideration is that of Treatment. For this the buyer is the responsible 
party. Let this be understood before you drop your seeds. The proper corresponding cir- 
cumstance and care in treatment are fully as important, as trustworthy seeds themselves, 
But how sadly are they forgotten by many, who wonder why the seeds do not come up. Sow 
seeds in wet, cold ground, too early in the season, or cover fine seeds as deep as you do 
your corn, and you are sure to fail in many cases. 

A certain degree of heat and moisture, as well as darkness is indispensable to germina- 
tion. Seeds therefore are sown out-doors when the ground is somewhat warmed by reviving 
spring. When sown previous to this period, they must have a bed made with artificial heat, 
and sheltered by glass. To secure the moisture and darkness needed, they are covered with 
fine earth, in due proportion to their size. A Sweet Pea or a Castor Bean will stand a heavy 
coating, whilst the smaller seeds must be covered but very lightly. Seeds of the smallest 
sige, like Portulacca and Petunia, are only pressed in. A proper judgment must guide the 
amateur in this respect. 

The soil.in which you wish to raise your flowers, is also of great importance. It should 
be rich and friable, not worse, but even better than the kitchen garden. It should never be 
stirred in the spring, before sufficiently dry to pulverize freely. A hard and baking crust on 
the surface is always injurious and retarding, 


REMARES ON SOWING FLOWER SEEDS. 


OST varieties of seeds may be sown in the open border as soon as the ground is in 
good order—say from the first of April to the first of June. The soil should be well 
pulverized before sowing. Most varieties are much benefitted by transplanting, These 

should be sown in cold frames or nursery beds, where special care can be given them, and 
when about three to five inches high, transplanted to their blooming quarters. By these 
means the garden may be filled with early blooming bulbs, such as Tulips, Crocus, Hya- 
cinths, &c. By the time these are through their flowering season, the Annuals will be ready 
to transplant to their places, making the flower garden attractive the entire season, 

Other Annuals, such as Poppies, Larkspurs, Mignonettes, Escholzia, Cynoglossum, &c., 
should be sown in the place where they are intended to bloom. 

The fine seeds, such as Portulacca, Petunia, Lobelia, &c., should always be sown on the 
surface of the soil and merely pressed in, and then watered with a fine rose. Care should, 
however, be taken not to let the soil get dry, or the seeds germinating will be dried up and 
perish, before the roots have acquired sufficient strength to penetrate the soil to where it is 
moist. This rule may be applied to all seeds. The larger seeds should be covered from 
one-eighth to one-fourth of an inch. 

Many of the Annuals, such as Mignonettes, Pansies, Lobelia, Browallia, Stocks, Petu- 
nias, &c., if sown in summer or fall, are very attractive for winter decoration in greenhouses 
and conservatories. For this purpose, seeds may be sownin pots. A mixture of loam, leaf- 
mold and sand is most desirable, although a cold frame, in a shady place, is preferable. 
When the seeds are up, air and light should be more freely admitted, until they are hardy 
to stand the sun. When large enough, transplant into small pots, and into larger pots when 
necessary. Place them near the glass, and admit sir freely when the weather allows.

We 
wish, however, to remind the reader that the material furnished yearly by the florist, however 
choice and desirable it may be, is not all that is needed to trim the garden or to decorate the 
lawn. Pleasing effects produced by a variety of plants and flowers, are not a matter of mere 
notion or of accident, else most of the efforts made in gardening would prove far more suc- 
cessful than they really are. A bed or group of flowers planted in the spring, will show 
throughout the season the planter’s skill or ignorance in rural matters. There is a certain 
principle, an undisputable rule to be observed in gardening as well as in all other walks of 
life. One individual plant, however showy, can not produce the effect of a certain number 
of the same kind, or nearly related kinds. The effect and strength is in union, in massing 
each leading tribe or color, to contrast in force from other objects. A group of Leaf Plants, 
as a unit, will strikingly contrast from a mass of blooming Geraniums. An other group, 
with a center of brilliant Coleus, surrounded by an edge of whitish foliage, will be a bit of 
pleasing harmony and striking contrast. And so with the selection of the various colors of 
profusely flowering plants, what endless variety can be produced by distinctness in the lead- 
ing colors. Contrary to this principle dictated by stern common sense, sometimes called 
good taste, the sorry practice of planting all indiscriminately, regardless of effect, prevails in 
but too many gardens, their owners fancying that pleasing variety is produced by independ- 
ent confusion. This mistake in ornamental gardening we have fought for years, as florists, 
and in connection with landscape gardening , and may be excused for recording our protest 
anew against a practice so utterly at variance with the idea of horticulture.

To the Dwarf 
and Bouquet Dahlias we would call particular attention; for small gardens, they are 

better suited than the tall growing varieties. 

In ordering, it is only necessary to give the numbers, and date of catalogues. Persons 
not acquainted with varieties, will do well to leave the selection to us. Those living ata dis- 
tance will do well to send in their orders soon, in order to procure dry roots, which are pref- 
erable to shipping plants in small pots. 

The Dahlia will do well in most any soil. Let it be dug at least eighteen inches, and 

highly manured, if very poor soil. The best is well decomposed cow dung. They may be 
planted from May Ist to July 15. In order to get a good show of flowers, it is necessary 
to mulch the ground about eighteen inches to two feet around each plant, about three to 
four inches deep. The best mulch is well rotted stable manure; if that is not to be had, 
straw or half rotted grass will answer very well. Thin out the superfluous branches, and see 
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that the stems are well secured to strong stakes. Take up the roots in the fall, after the 
first frost has killed the tops, and place them in their winter quarters. They are best pre- 
served during winter, by putting them in boxes or pots, filling the space between the roots 
with dry sand, and placed safe from damp, fire heat and frost.

All varieties, being very hardy and of easy culture, flowering freely in summer at a time 
when other flowers are scarce, they should all be planted without exception in autumn to 
secure a healthy growth. Like the Tulip and Hyacinths they will not bear to be kept out of 
the ground during winter without injury to the bulb, the frequent failures in the planting o€ 
Lilies in the West is to be contributed to the fact that nearly all bulbs sold in the spring of the 
year have been lifted in autumn, and kept out of ground during winter. Very often the bulbs 
wither and get too weak to germinate, and frequently rot, in many instances especially with 
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Auratum where bulbs have stood a long voyage, the roots when planted would start anil 
grow from 4 to 6 inches, and then wither away as soon as warm weather sets in. On close 
examination, the bulbs will be found to have fallen to pieces, not eyen having started ont 
young roots. - 

Most of the Lilies increase abundantly by offsets, therefore it is very beneficial to replant 
at least every second year. In transplanting care should be taken not to let the roots lay te 
long exposed to the air. A rich sandy loam is most suitable, but avoid fresh stable manure. 
in winter it is well to cover slightly with leaves or straw. Below we give a list of varieties 
of which we have a large stock, for next fall trade of some few varieties we have a limiteé 
stock potted which can be furnished in spring. Also, if desired, we will take some up from
